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Tue bill before the Massachusetts legislature, that attracted 
such widespread attention, to prohibit insurance upon the lives 
of children under ten years of age, was defeated upon the first 
reading in the House on Tuesday by a vote of 149 to 23. Those 
who favored the bill contrived to get ina great many sensational 
statements before the committee at the several hearings, but this 
was refuted by the industrial companies presenting indisputable 
facts regarding the benefits of child insurance, and by petitions 
signed by great numbers of working people who have enjoyed 
its benefits for many years, Attacks upon this system of insur- 
ance have been numerous, both in this country and in England, 
and most searching investigations have been ordered by Parlia- 
ment and our own legislative bodies, with the result that the 
advantages of this system, and the benefits conferred upon 
thousands of poor people, greatly outweigh an occasional abuse 
that has been charged up against it. The bill in Massachusetts 
was defeated solely upon the merits of the case, as the compa- 
nies interested refused to listen to any of the propositions made 
them for the payment of money to prevent its passage. On the 
contrary, while sentimentalists were giving publicity to state- 
ments prejudicial to the system, the companies sought the most 
thorough investigation in order that the facts might be known. 





An understanding has been reached between the managers of 
life insurance companies doing business in Connecticut and the 
insurance committee of the legislature of that State by which 
the measure under consideration, proposing to fix the basis of 
valuation of life insurance policies at three per cent, will not be 
acted upon at the present session. It is understood, however, 
that it will be reported favorably by the committee for action 
next session. This will give the companies ample time to con- 
sider the matter in all its relations to their business, and as the 
proposed change is such a radical one, it seems wise to post- 
pone it for the present. All conditions of business, however, 
indicate that the adoption of the three per cent valuation will 


become the rule in this country at no very distant day. 





THE annually recurring suggestion as to the proper place for 
holding the annual meeting of the South-Eastern Tariff Associ- 
ation has already been mooted for this year. The Southern 
members seem to have a fixed determination to meet in Wash- 
ington every year and to pay no heed to the requests of North- 
ern members for the selection of some other point for the 
meeting. Last year the subject was discussed very fully, but 
the executive committee finally resolved upon Washington, and 
there the meeting was held. It is claimed by the Northern 
members that Washington offers too many attractions to secure 
proper attendance at the business meetings, and have suggested 
Old Point Comfort and various other places where the outside 
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attractions are less tempting, but the Southern members prefer 
Washington, as they can attend the convention while on their 
way to visit their companies in the North, and so kill two birds 
with one stone. It is scarcely possible that they will change the 
programme this year, notwithstanding the fact that there are 
very many of the members who desire it. It might be well for 
the executive committee to occasionally give heed to the voice 
of the minority in this matter. 





Tue bill introduced in the legislature by Mr. Malby to give 
the Insurance Department jurisdiction over the Lloyds organi- 
zations is adead letter for this session. The insurance commit- 
tee had several hearings on the subject and a final one was to 
have been had on Thursday of last week, but the committee 
failed to meet ; as a consequence, the bill has not been reported 
to the Assembly and the time for receiving committee reports 
has passed. There is no hope, therefore, that any legislation 
relating to the Lloyds can be enacted at the present session of 
the legislature. Much opposition to the Malby bill was devel- 
oped, as was expected, as the managers of the various Lloyds do 
not wish to be compelled to comply with any form of insurance 
laws. As we have before said, we think the interests of this 
system of insurance would be greatly enhanced if the public 
were fully informed as to the financial standing and the general 
character of the transactions of the various Lloyds. Undoubt- 
edly another effort will be made at the next session of the legis- 
lature to secure the passage of some law imposing certain 
restrictions upon them, requiring them to maintain an adequate 
reserve for the protection of policyholders and to make reports 
similar to those made Ly the stock companies. It would be a 
good thing for the managers of these organizations if they would 
come together and perfect a bill which would comply with the 
requirements of the public and subjecting them to such restric- 
tions as would drive out of the business such of the Lloyds as 
are notoriously badly managed and untrustworthy. 





Tue health of E. B. Harper, president of the Mutual Reserve 
Fund, does not yet permit him to resume the active duties of his 
position, but his friends will be glad to know that his physicians 
report favorably upon his case. While Mr. Harper has been 
recognized as the guiding spirit of the association, he had the 
good sense to surround himself with able and competent offi- 
cers, who possess the ability to manage its affairs satisfactorily 
and to protect the interests of its policyholders. Even if Mr. 
Harper should retire permanently from the association, an event 
not anticipated, its business would continue to be administered 
as heretofore. The association has grown too large and is too 
important a factor in the life insurance field to be the property 
of any one man, or to be dependent for its continued success 
upon a single individual. That it was built up and was made 
successful is due largely to the indomitable energy and pro- 
nounced personality of Mr. Harper, and to his devotion to his 
duties is to be attributed his present physical condition, Over- 
work and a constant mental strain will wear out the strongest 
constitution, and nothing but a long rest will restore Mr. Harper 
to his accustomed health. Meantime his associate officers are 
conducting the business of the association with energy and 
ability. Among them are such well-known men as George D. 
Eldridge, F. A. Burnham, J. D. Wells, O. D. Baldwin, George 
H. Wooster, Dr. Bowden and others equally competent in their 
several lines, to whose care policyholders may safely confide

in his report of the examination of the association relative to 
certain changes that he deems desirable are taking practical 
shape as fast as they can be adapted to existing conditions.

The Mutual Reserve has been held up as 
the strongest and best of the assessment companies, and it is 
their ambition to keep it in the lead. According to the Super- 
intendent’s report, it is financially strong and able to meet its 
obligations as they mature, and this is the point in which 
policyholders are especially interested ; minor details will regu- 
late themselves. 





In last week’s Chronicle appeared a criticism of the article 
which accompanied the table printed in THe Specraror of 
April 18 showing the fire underwriting profits and losses of 
sixty millionaire companies in a decade. After commenting on 
the supposititious sadness and melancholy of the writer, The 
Chronicle stated that nearly all the profits in fire insurance in 
the past have come from the interest receipts of the companies, 
which we will not dispute. The Chronicle then goes on to say : 
It ought not to beso, perhaps. The underwriting itself should yield a 
profit—at least, we are one of those who have always held to this opinion. 
But it is a statistical fact that the profits of fire insurance companies have 
been contributed for the most part by the banking on unearned premium 
funds. 

In most of which we heartily concur, making a reservation 
only as to the amount of credit due to unearned premium funds 
in producing the interest income. In fact, in our editorial on 
the same subject in April, 1894, we used these words: 

If dividends have been paid, they were earned, not by the underwriting, 
but by the banking branch of the business, and the funds thus used could have 
been more profitably and infinitely more safely employed in other directions. 

In short, the basis of The Chronicle’s argument is that if it 
had not been for the banking profits of these sixty companies 
they would in the aggregate have been unable to earn the divi- 
dends which they have paid, which is just the point our table 


is intended to prove, 





ASSESSMENT ENDOWMENT SCHEMES. 

HERE are in various sections of the country assessment 
associations pretending to sell endowments upon the 

lives of individuals at very low rates, that make such extrava- 
gant promises as to future returns, that large numbers of 
unthinking people are deceived by them. Most of these oper- 
ate as fraternal societies for the purpose of evading the laws of 
the different States relative to insurance. They do essentially 
an insurance business, but are afraid of the supervision of the 
insurance departments, and so are organized as fraternal socie- 
ties and thus evade the law. The history of these associations 
shows conclusively that the fraternal element is an excessively 
weak one among them, the bond of brotherhood sitting very 
lightly upon them. They are, to use acurrent expression, “ out 
for business,” and recognize no brotherhood ties when they 
interfere with the managers’ ideas of personal emolument. We 
have lately had occasion to look into the plans of some of these 
endowment schemes rather closely, and we find that their 
promises are utterly incapable of fulfillment by any known pro- 
cess for accumulations upon investments. The prospectus of 
one, which we have before us, and which is a fair sample of all of 
them, promises that for a monthly payment of less than $4 con- 
tinued for ten years, they will guarantee to pay at the end of 
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that time $1000. These monthly payments of $4 a month would 
aggregate in ten years $480, and where the remainder of the 
$1000 to be paid at that time is to come from is a conundrum 
that would puzzle the best financiers of the country. 
associations, however, claim that by investing these monthly 


These 


payments and compounding the interest thereon, they can 
accumulate sufficient funds to make good their promise of pay- 
ing $rooo inten years. This isso absurd upon its face that it is 
surprising that anybody possessing ordinary intelligence can be 
deceived by it ; nevertheless it is a fact that some of these asso- 
ciations have large memberships, are doing business in quite a 
number of the States, and in their literature claim to have 
achieved a marked degree of success. 

A few years ago Massachusetts and New 
overrun by schemes of this kind, and the swindles became so 


Hampshire were 


pronounced that the legislatures of those States interfered and 
closed them up. Hundreds of thousands of dollars were lost 
to the credulous persons who had put their confidence in them, 
but there was no redress for them, as the accumulated assets 
of the associations were but a drop in the bucket toward meet- 
ing their liabilities. A few of the managers of these concerns 
had so conducted their operations as to render themselves 
criminally liable, were duly prosecuted and are now doing the 
State service in some of their penal institutions. But the

names organized similar schemes in other sections of 
country, where they are now operating and 
unwary. 

While such associations are doing business as fraternal socie- 
ties, the fact that their business is essentially insurance ought 
to bring them within the purview of the State laws, for these 
laws are intended to regulate insurance transactions under 
whatever guise they may be prosecuted. 
these associations that are organized in other States that have 
offices in New York city and pick up business quite freely, especi- 
ally in the tenement-house districts, where the working people 
dwell in great numbers and where ignorance of ordinary business 
The agents of these associations make 


There are some of 


methods predominates. 
no appeal on the ground of fraternity and brotherhood, but 
rely upon their promises to give large returns for small monthly 
payments to induce their victims to part with their hard earned 
money. It would seem that the methods adopted by them to 
sell insurance plain and simple should be sufficient to give the 
Superintendent of Insurance jurisdiction over them. If he would 
consent to look into the matter we are quite sure that he would 
quickly ascertain that their claims to be fraternal organizations 
are delusive and fraudulent, and that they are simply assessment 
insurance concerns doing business under false pretenses, and 
in accordance with plans that are deceptive and fraudulent. 
We submit to Superintendent Pierce that these associations are 
deserving of his attention, for if it is the purpose of the insur- 
ance laws to protect the unwary from irresponsible and delusive 
schemes, these assessment endowment associations should be 
promptly and speedily investigated. We have some facts and 
data in regard to some of them which we will be very glad to 
place at his disposal at any time. We observe that the Superin- 
tendent of Insurance of Ohio has taken this position regarding 
some of the endowment associations that were attempting to do 
business in Ohio, and has driven them out of the State. The 
example is a good one for the heads of other insurance depart 
ments toimitate, and we especially commend it to Superintendent 
Pierce.

There is no more interesting news to insurance men than the fact that the 
bill to bring the Lloyds within the supervision of the Superintendent of Insur- 
ance is practically dead. As stated in THE SpecTaror, there have beena 
number of hearings upon the bill, and although the insurance committee of the 
lower House held executive sessions the measure was not reported out. A 
meeting of the committee on insurance of the Assembly was called for last 
Thursday at 3.30 P. M., but for some reason the members did not attend. 
The time in which the committee could report to the House expired, and was 
not extended after last Thursday, so this practically kills the bill. It does 
not, however, kill it for all time, and so its counterpart may be expected to 
bob up serenely in the legislature of 1896.

Superintendent of Insurance Pierce is searching for the incorporators of the 
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Park City Life Insurance Company of Connecticut, and if he finds them he 
will call them to account for the manner in which they did business in this 
State. The company being a foreign one, makes the matter of locating rather 
difficult. The matter first started by certain people in Williamsburgh writing 
to the Superintendent of Insurance here, and asking for information as to the 
company. Correspondence with the State of Connecticut failed to obtain 
much information, except that certain men living in Williamsburgh were sup- 
posed to be stockholders. The Park City Company did a good business for a 
time, but soon was heard of no more, and those who became interested want 
to know what has beceme of their money. 

A bill of Senator Lexow is now on general orders in the Senate, which 
means that it may be passed in time to become a law before the session of the 
legislature of 95 draws toaclose. It relates to the investment by insurance 
companies in bonds of cities. The following is the important section of the 
bill, the matter in brackets being the proposed amendment to the law : 

Any domestic insurance corporation may, by the direction and consent of 
two-thirds of its board of directors, managers or finance committee, invest, by 
loan or otherwise, any such surplus moneys or funds in the bonds issued by 
any city, county, town, village or school district of this State, pursuant to any 
law of this State. [Any corporation organized under the ninth subdivision of 
section seventy of the insurance law, for guaranteeing the validity and legality 
of bonds issued by any State, or by any city, county, town, village, school 
district, municipality or other civil division of any State, may invest by loan 
or otherwise any of such surplus moneys or funds in the bonds which they are 
authorized to guarantee.] Every such corporation may invest any amount of 
such surplus moneys or funds not exceeding one-half of its annual premium 
receipts upon its outstanding policies in any other State of the United States, 
upon bond and mortgage security, upon real property in such State, which 
shall be unincumbered, improved and worth double the sum loaned thereon,

PENNSYLVANIA. 
[From Our OWN CORRESPONDENT. ] 

The standard fire insurance policy had been scheduled for consideration on 
final passage on Wednesday of last week, on special orders made for it, but 
when the measure was called up for action unexpected opposition to the form 
of blank suggested for the policy was developed, and the friends of the bill 
deemed it advisable to withdraw it for the present and call for a conference, 
for the purpose of amending it so as to meet with the views of those opposing 
it. Action was postponed until Wednesday of this week. The changes to 
be made, it is urged, can be more satisfactorily accomplished by a mutual 
conference, than in an attempt to offer them on the floor of the House, while 
the bill is under discussion, This measure is suggested by the Insurance 
Department of the State, and its final favorable consideration is assured in 
both Houses of the legislature. The bill was referred to in THE SPECTATOR 
of March 28. 

The Senate insurance committee had purposed giving a hearing on Wed- 
nesday last to the opponents of the Baldwin (House) bill, ‘‘ in relation to the 
forfeiture of life iasurance policies and regulating the issuing of said policies,” 
but the adjournment of the Senate for four days, from April 24 to 29, post- 
pened the hearing, which is now fixed for Wednesday of this week, when 
Joseph Ashbrooke, the general manager of the insurance department of the 
Provident Life and Trust Company, Philadelphia, will be given a hearing in 
oppositien to the bill, as too radical and dangerous a change in the methods 
of life insurance, It was attempted to railroad this bill through the Senate, 
but the effort has failed. 

The tax conference bill, or the general revenue bill, which proposes to raise 
revenue by State taxation, was reported to the House en Friday last. It con- 
tains this feature of interest to insurance companies, ‘* Insurance companies 
liable to taxa’ ion are not required to make report of or to pay any further tax 
on the moneys or credits other than cash received as premiums and assessments.” 
In the bill as originally offered, ‘‘ all mutual” companies, without stock, 
were compelled to pay a State tax, but as the bill now stands this feature has 
been eliminated. The rate of taxation imposed has not been changed from 
that already reported and mentioned in THE SPECTATOR of February 7, when 
the revenue bill was first reported from the ways and means committee. The 
““grangers” of the House endorse the new revenue bill in its entirety and 
propose making a fight for its enactment intoa law, It is decidedly a granger 
bill and it is supposed will relieve the ‘‘ over-taxed” farmer and make some 
other fellow pay his tax. 

House bill 505—To amend the acts of April 4, 1873, and May 1, 1876, 
“relating to and defining the powers of the corporations organized thereunder,” 
was called up for second reading in the House on Thursday last, when Senate 
bill 308, which had already passed the upper branch and was on second read- 
ing in the House, substituted, as both bills were precisely similar and passed, 
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By this substitution the Senate bill is advanced at least two weeks—and 

the House bill dropped. Both of the measures above referred to were men- 

tioned in THE SPECTATOR of February 21, ALCROFT, 
HARRISBURG, PA., April 29. 


NEW ENGLAND. 
[From OuR Own CORRESPONDENT. | 

The improvement in the insurance business mentioned three weeks ago 
proved to be only temporary, as a reaction has caused it to drop back to 
about its former position, following the corresponding increase and decrease 
noted in general merchandise business during the corresponding time. 

The Western Massachusetts Mutual Fire Insurance Company has voted to 
establish a guarantee capital of $50,000 in accordance with the new law 
recently passed, It will be the first company to thus avail itself of the provi- 
sions of the new law. 

It is reported that a well-known New York life insurance company has ten- 
dered an official position, carrying with it an annual salary of $10,000, to 
Insurance Commissioner Merrill of Massachusetts. While the Commissioner 
would naturally be attracted by the salary, $10,000, against his present 
remuneration of $3500, and may consider it favorably if the legislature in its 
wisdom decides not to raise his salary to $5000, yet if his salary as Insurance 
Commissioner was raised he would not be likely to accept the flattering offer, 
as he would prefer to remain in his present position, which is, as he says, ‘‘a 
perfectly congenial one.” But the fact that Major Merrill is in New York 
this week is significant, and if the Massachusetts legislature refuses to increase 
his salary, the chances are quite favorable that this State will lose a more 
efficient official than it would find again for a long time to serve in this 





capacity. 

The Phoenix Insurance Company of Hartford, Conn., has joined the West- 
ern Factory Insurance Association. 

The child insurance bill will come up in the House to-morrow (Tuesday), 
Beside the bill reported by the committee, a substitute bill will be offered not 
quite so outrageous as the first, but very little better. 

S. C. Scott of the office of George O. Carpenter & Son has accepted the 
position of assistant special agent of the Niagara, 

The newly organized Massachusetts Steam Boiler Inspection and Insurance 
Company has, to all intents and purposes, received its charter, The necessary 
papers have been approved by the Insurance Commissioner and sent to the 
Secretary of State, and the company will be in receipt of the charter immedi- 
ately. The company will begin to write business as soon as possible; it is 
hoped by the first of May. H. B. Alden is president and Geo, H. Crowell is 
secretary. 

One insurance company doing business in Boston recently had a call for a 
line of $100,000 on a leather risk. 

According to the report of the Boston Fire and Police Notification Com- 
pany for March, the total number of fires in Boston for that month was 108, 
with an estimated property loss of $70,000. Among the causes set down are 
the following: Due to kerosene, 11; defective electric wires, 4. 

The argument of ex-Governor John D, Long against the bill to prohibit 
the insurance of the lives of children under ten years of age and that of Hon. 
Edward Atkinson in favor of the bill, have been published, each in pamphlet 
form. 

The Bay State Beneficiary Association of Westfield, Mass., which recently 
elected ex-Governor Brackett president, will soon remove its headquarters to 
Boston, and will occupy offices in the new Worthington building, corner State 
and Congress streets. 

The insurance firm of Bache & Smith will be dissolved on and after May r. 

The frequency of loss by fire on summer hotel risks of late will undoubtedly 
materially affect the future standing of that class of risks. 

It is rumored that the rerating of Vermont, recently decided upon by the 
New England Insurance Exchange, will be carried out under the supervision 
of W. S. Denny of Portland, Me. A better equipped man for the work could 
not be chosen, 

The insurance firm of Putnam & Park, consisting of Vice-President Putnam 
and Secretary Park of the First National Insurance Company, has been formed 
at Worcester, Mass. 

C. E. Macullar of Patridge & Macullar has returned from an enjoyable 
sojourn at Fortress Monroe. 

On Wednesday, May 1, the wrecked steamship Venetian in Boston harbor 
and that portion of her cargo which remains in her will be sold at auction, Of 
the cargo which has not been removed from the stranded steamer is the grain 
in bulk, a quantity of canned goods and 8000 bags of flour. The grain is 
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worth little or nothing. Landed on the wharf, the flour would be worth 
about $1 per bag, but it is a question whether or not the merchandise which 
has any real value could be removed at a cost which would make it a profita- 
ble investment for the purchaser. 

At the meeting of the New England Insurance Exchange last Saturday, 
Edwin H. Hildreth, special agent of the Springfield Fire and Marine Insur- 
ance Company, was elected an active member of the Exchange. The special 
committee of chairmen of Vermont committees reported that the work of 
rerating the State of Vermont was in progress.

THE NORTHWEST. 
[From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. ] 

The Minnesota legislature which has just adjourned put through several 
insurance measures of importance. A summary of new Minnesota legislation 
is as follows : 

The Wyman insurance bill provides for a codification and revision of exist- 
ing laws for fire insurance, and contains a large number of important new 
provisions drawn largely in favor of the insured, but without working injustice 
to the insurer, as the friends of the bill assured those interested. The insur- 
ance men did not see it that way and a vigorous fight was made on the 
measure both in the lobbies and by some of the members. An amendment 
was made in the Senate providing for a valued policy on buildings only and 
this the House accepted, through ignorance of its existence, it is thought. 
The bill is less stringent than the old one as to the better class of mutuals and 
Lloyds, which up to the present time have been shut out. The bill was drawn 
to permit a number of trustworthy New England mutuals to come into the 
State, and at the same time keep out all wild-cats. Large insurers in St. 
Paul, Minneapolis and Duluth have for years been compelled to carry less 
insurance than they felt was safe, owing to their having exhausted all of the 
companies allowed inthe State. The bill provides for a complete salvage 
corps and allows a certain part of the two per cent of the premium paid to the 
State by the companies to be applied toward maintaining the corps. 

Senate bill 279 allows co-operative or assessment life, endowment and cas- 
ualty companies to amend their articles of association and legalizes such 
amendments heretofore made. Any town insurance company may by a 
majority vote of the members present at any meeting, change its principal 
office to any city or town where it does business. 

House bill 4 authorizes town insurance companies to make loans in cases 
where the loss does not exceed $500. The loan may not be for longer than 
one year at eight per cent. Assessments must be made where the $500 limit 
has been passed. 

Senate bill 616 relates to town insurance companies and amends the law of 
1875 by providing that when part of a farm sought to be insured is in an 
adjoining town, it may still be insured by the company doing business in the 
town where the other part is located. 

House bill 173 amends the 1891 statue relating to farmers’ mutual fire 
insurance companies, prevides that such companies shall not insure property 
outside the State, nor any other property than detached dwellings, schools, 
churches, live stock running at large, farm produce and machinery. Such 
companies cannot insure property in villages save when it is detached and used 
for farm purposes only. 

The Commercial Life Insurance Company of Minneapolis offers to change 
its headquarters to Spring Valley, Minn,, if the citizens there will give them 
$300,000 insurance. There is already $60,000 pledged. 

St. Paul had an object lesson in the matter of the value of a salvage corps. 
Under the new State insurance law there would be available for a salvage 
corps in St. Paul, $15,642. A fire in a hat and cap store recently suffered a 
loss of $60,000 on stock, which a well organized salvage corps could have 
saved. 

The Minneapolis Board of Fire Underwriters have incorporated to organize 
and equip a salvage corps in Minneapolis; capital stock, $10,000. C. B. 
Shove, F. S. Danforth, I. E. Baker, J. A. Vincent and J. J. Huss are the incor- 
porators. 

A new life insurance company, formed by Chicago, Milwaukee and Madi- 
son (Wis.) men is rumored, and Madison is thought will be the headquarters. 

State Auditor Dunn has appointed General C. C, Andrews as deputy State 
fire warden for Minnesota, under the new law for preventing and suppressing 
forest and prairie fires. Town supervisors, village presidents and mayors of 
cities are constituted fire wardens in the regions where the fires are likely to 
These wardens must post warning notices against causing fires, and 
They can be paid for

must take steps to extinguish them if they do occur. 
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but fifteen days service per year, and the expenditure of public moneys in any 
county is limited to $500 per year, one-third of which is paid by the State. 
The State Auditor is made forest commissioner and is authorized to appoint a 
deputy to be known as chief fire warden, with a salary of $1200 per annum, 
The chief fire warden must furnish the warning notices to railroad companies 
and to the fire wardens, instruct the latter on their duties, obtain reports as to 
the cause of fires and see that they discharge their duties. 

Mrs, Lydia Hatch has sued the Metropolitan Life Insurance Company in 
Mankato, Minn., to recover $162 on the life of her husband who was killed 
on the railroad. Chas. H. Allen, her son-in-law, was the agent for the com- 
pany, and upon her filing proofs of her husband’s death, the company sent 
Allen a draft for the amount of the risk, which was presented by Allen at the 
First National Bank, duly signed and received the cash. Mrs. Hatch now 
claims that she never signed the draft, that the signature was a forgery, and 
seeks to recover the full amount, with costs, from the company. It is believed 
that the prosecution is striking at the bank over the shoulders of the Metro- 
politan Company. The decision was postponed. 

The insurance agents of Boone, Ia., have formed a local board to prevent 
rate cutting. F. D. Gay is president, J. S. Crooks, secretary and treasurer, 
and C. W. Fracker, W. A. Hand and E, W. Allebaugh, directors.

Local insurance men who have refused to be bled by the fellow keenly 
enjoyed the neat skinning THE SPECTATOR recently gave The Underwriters 
Review of this city. 

Nearly every fire insurance man in the city has joined the newly organized 
Des Moines local Board of Fire Underwriters. KE. J. Cooper is president. 
and J. W. Witmer is secretary. It is the strongest organization of the kind 
that was ever formed in the State, and it is the outgrowth of the spirit of 
‘getting together” that has been instilled into the fire underwriters of the 
State by the heavy losses they have been sustaining. The Iowa Alliance was 
the first step ; then the field agents perfected an organization and this is part 
of their work, which they intend to carry on all over the State. The rerating 
is going on in good shape everywhere, and with this agreement Des Moines 
ought to begin to be a source of some income to the companies instead of a 
bill of expense. The agreement shuts out all the non-board agents, and pro- 
hibits any member from having anything to do with a non-board company or 
agent unless the company comes within the jurisdiction of the local board, 
Each company is restricted to three solicitors, and a severe penalty is to be 
levied against any agent who is engaged in any other business at the same 
time. Rebates and divisions of commissions with brokers are prohibited, 
except among members of the board. Mercantile stocks are not to be written 
for less than ayear. In fact, the agreement covers the ground thoroughly and 
is very binding. It is well calculated to put an end to all bad practices. 

Stewart Goodrell, chief of the Insurance Department, is at Galesburg, IIl., 
this week, in company with the Insurance Commissionors of Illinois, Michi- 
gan and Wisconsin, examining into the affairs of the Covenant Mutual Benefit 
Association.

—The Prudential weekly Record shows that for the week of April 1 the 
Sandusky district ranked eighteenth for industrial and forty-sixth for ordinary 
business, Assistant O'Brien holds a good position for industrial, Agent Rein- 
heimer the same for ordinary and Agent Horace Gamble ranks twelfth for 
industrial. On the following week the Sandusky district led the State of Ohio 
for industrial increase. 

—Minnesota appears to be a hard field for industrial insurance, Notwith- 
standing the number of years the companies have been operating, the Metro- 
politan had at the close of last year but 13,100 policies in force, and the 
Prudential 9252. Persistent work, however, will by degrees break up the 
ground, and in years to come we trust to find the large cities of the State 
yield a larger, better return for the labor which has been put forth. No one 
can deny that men of ability and push have been put in the field there, but 
circumstances have been against them, 

—The poet Whittier once wrote on the subject of life insurance the follow- 
ing wholesome truth, which ought to be borne in mind by those who seek to 
prevent the laboring man from obtaining insurance on the lives of his chil- 
dren: ‘‘It is more and better than charity, for it involves no loss of self- 
respect, and independence is the part of those who are benefited by it.” The 
legislator who votes to deprive nine-tenths of his constitutents and fellow 
citizens of the right te choose between a system which has stood the test of so 
many years and the other plans, good or bad, which may be submitted, takes 
a responsibility upon himself which may some day be more than he can sus- 
tain. The average working man is willing to pay for his insurance, but he 
wants the free exercise of his privilege to buy where he chooses, All he asks 
of the State is to protect his interests and to see that the obligations assumed 
by the companies are lived up to, Paternalism in the matter of life insurance 
does not seem to be appreciated here or abroad. 

—A letter from a superintendent to his force was shown us the other day, 
and one thing in it struck us forcibly because it was well in line with the prin- 
ciples advocated here. He referred to the need for ‘‘ straight canvassing, and 
canvassing straight.” There is a big field for straight canvassing. but if any- 
thing there is larger opportunity for ‘* canvassing straight.” The agent or 
assistant who will make a house to house, door to door canvass offering the 
policies his company has to sell, upon their merits and exactly according to 
their terms, may find the work hard, but, steadily persisted in, it will be 
profitable beyond measure when compared with the result of the labor or 
lying of the man who has a story to fit the ideas or wishes of all the people he 
calls on. Whenacontract has been sold just as it is to be assumed by the 
company and the insured, the agent has a tenfold better chance of holding the 
business if it be attacked, the more especially if the one who assaults it has 
been unscrupulous in his efforts to displace the work of another. 








NEWS OF THE WEEK. 


The Life Insurance Association of New Jersey. 

THE above association held an anti-rebate jubilee dinner and meeting in 
Davis’ parlors, Newark, on Thursday evening, to commemorate the passing 
of an anti-rebate law by the legislature of that State. Thirty new members 
were added to the roll at the business meeting, and after dinner had been 
served President Hadley, in a felicitous manner, announced the object of the 
meeting, and briefly recapitulated their past efferts to get the bill through, 
Letters of regret were read from President Dryden of the Prudential and 
Mandeville of the United States Industrial. G. H. Plummer, president of 
the National Association of Life Underwriters gave one of his usual earnest 
talks, and contrasted the position and condition of the agents before and since 
the organization of the various associations. Rev. Dr. Baldwin of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church gave his opinion of the law from a minister’s point of 
view, and said that it was very much like attending his own funeral to be 
there. He treated the matter in a semi-humorous manner, but brought out 
strongly some good points. Joseph Ashbrook of the Provident Life and Trust 
gave a stirring address, his main subject being ‘* The rigid enforcement of the 
law.” Rebating he charged lay at the doors of the executive officers by their 
offers of outrageous rates of commission, Mr. Ashbrook’s remarks were most 
enthusiastically received. Dr, Wilbur, who introduced the bill in the Assem- 
bly, Dr. Hamill of the Prudential and Senator Geo. Ketchum also spoke. 





The Connecticut Insurance Report, Part II. 
BuRTON MANSFIELD, Insurance Commissioner of Connecticut, has issued the 
second volume of his report covering the transactions of life, casualty and 
assessment companies for the year 1894. Only one company, the Prudential, 
was admitted to the State last year. The report refers to the new blank for 
the reports of life companies, but the Commissioner does not understand that 
it is for permanent use. The Commissioner has examined, since the publica- 
tion of the last annual report, four companies, viz., the Phoenix Mutual Life, 
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the Connecticut General, the Travelers and the Connecticut Indemnity. The 
regular companies were found to be in good condition, as was to be expected, 
while the Connecticut Indemnity shows an improved state of affairs over that 
of a year ago. Referring to industrial insurance the Commissioner points out 
that in 1894 in Connecticut alone over 72,000 policies were issued, represent- 
ing $9,500,000, or about $130 on every eleventh person in the State. IIe has 
no sympathy with the spirit of rivalry which is manifested in writing large 
amounts of insurance, whether by industrial or ordinary companies, and says 
the thought is suggested that much of the business of 1894 of one company 
was written simply for the sake of writing it and surpassing some other com- 
pany. Some attention is paid to the question of a higher standard of reserve 
computations, the Commissioner being decidedly in favor of raising the stan- 
dard to three per cent on new business, a bill to that effect having been intro- 
duced in the State legislature. The liability under employers liability contracts, 
he thinks, is a proper subject for the consideration of the Insurance Commis- 
sioners’ convention. The following figures show the aggregates of the business 
of the six Connecticut life companies : Assets $132,502,457, increase in year 
$4 340,169 ; liabilities $115.337,565, increase $3,105,275 ; surplus $17,164,892, 
increase $1,234,894 ; premiums $13,214,186, increase $450 474 ; interest and 
other income $6,679,526, increase $270,667; total income $19,893,712, 
increase $721,141 ; payments to policyholders $12,669,534, increase $711,605 ; 
other disbursements $3,636,492, increase $323,716 ; total outgo $16, 306,026, 
increase $1,035,321 ; new business written $58,658,064, a decrease of 
$6,335,078; risks outstanding 211,914 policies for $424,994,072, a gain of 
3377 policies for $7,615,230.

He isa writer of conceded ability, and among other works has 
written an elementary instruction book for life agents, called ‘‘ A. B. C. of 
Life Insurance,” published by The Spectator Company. This isa standard 
publication, designed especially for beginners in life insurance field work, and 
is full of suggestions, also, for experienced workers. His ability as an exec- 
utive officer has been fully tested and found up to the high standard required 
of a life insurance manager. Under his guidance the Provident Savings is 
sure to maintain the high rank it has heretofore possessed, and as it has an 
established reputation and a large volume of business, we look tosee its growth 
even more pronounced thanit has been andits prosperity augmented. Inestab- 
lishing the Provident Savings in 1875, and building it up to its present propor- 
tions and standing, in the face of excessive competition and much opposition, 
Mr. Homans accomplished a task of great magnitude; it remains for Mr.

In attaining such figures, although high pressure was inevitable, a perfection of 
detail in regard to home office affairs was inaugurated and kept to a high mark. 
As an instance of this, an insurance commissioner, after an examination of the 
association, stated that the books were kept in the simplest yet most perfect form 
he had yet seen. 

The one who, above all others, has brought this association to its present posi- 
tion is R. W. Parks, who, after serving the Bay State for fourteen years as general 
agent, secretary and president, has deemed it best to retire, his action being 
prompted by ill health and pressure of private affairs. His resignation was accepted 
with regret, and his long, faithful and successful management will always be 
remembered. The vacancy has been filled by the election of Hon. John Q. A. 
Brackett of Boston, ex-Governor of Massachusetts. Mr. Brackett is a gentleman 
widely known and respected, not only within the State, but beyond its limits. The 
other officers remain as before: F. E. Litchfield, secretary; C. M. Goodnow, 
treasurer, and Ralph Marden, superintendent of agencies. 

In connection with the change in the presidency, it has been deemed best to 
move the home office to Boston on May 15, and offices have been secured in the 
new Worthington building, 31 State street.

—A second decision in favor of the Stockton Combined Harvester and Agricul- 
tural Implement Works‘against the Glens Falls and other companies for $90,000, 
the amount awarded by arbitrators, has been given. Evidence discovered after 
the arbitration seemed to warrant the companies in refusing to pay. 

—J. F. Runck & Co. of Cincinnati have been notified by J. W. Nye of Chicago 
that their use of the name of the Assurance Lloyds is unauthorized, and that they 
will be held responsible therefor. The attorney of the Broadway Lloyds is also 
incensed at the use of its name, and states that Runck & Co. cannot get its policies. 

—In the five months ending March 30, 1895, the New York and Chicago Lloyds, 
of which Whipple & Co. are attorneys, made an excellent business record, having 
written over $119,000 of premiums, or at the rate of nearly $300,000 a year, while 
during that time the losses, expenses and return premiums amounted to but 
$37,717, leaving a balance of $81,495. This sum, together with the subscribers’ 
guarantee of $120,000, makes a total sum of $201,495 for the protection of policy- 
holders. 

—The collapse and burning of the building occupied by J. H. Mohlman & Co, 
at 38 and 40 North Moore street, New York, is apt to produce considerable litiga- 
tion, the firm claiming that the collapse was preceded by a fire, while the insurance 
companies assert that the building fell first and then caught fire. The companies 
interested are: On building, Liverpool and London and Globe, $10,000; Home,
